Poor Fire Protection. 


With !he exception of the larger 


towns the precautions against fire 
1*1 


France are remarkably inadequate 
Many towns of from 5oo to 3.uuO people 
have no watt>r supply other than or- 
dinary wells, operated generally by 
buckets draws instead of pumps, and 
no fire apparatus except occasionally 
a hand force j<-Jiuj>. sut-u as is used by 
contractors. 


He has at least robbed the grave or 
some of its terror. 


"In the old days the cabinet maker 


very likely combined undertaking with 
bis cabinet business, aud make cottins 
in his back shop. 
Now in cities few 


undertakers make their own coflins, 
and all caskets are made in great lat- 
teries, equipped with 
modern 
ma- 


chinery." 


"There are carved caskets of line 


wood.-* caskets of aluminum, caskets 
plush covered, or covered with em- 
bossed velvet. 


"In old times coffins were sometimes 


made to order for individual require- 
ments, but commonly a stock of coffins 
was kept on hand. an:l these the un- 
dertaker might keep stored on shelves 
or displayed standing on end in a 
row behind the glass doors of a tall 
vertical showcase along one side of his 
showroom. 
You might still find such 


a display as this, but not often. 


"As a rule now the burial recep- 


tacles that the undertaker keeps m 
his show room are mostly if not al- 
together caskets. They might be con- 
tained in cabinets, or they might bo 
secured, in vertical position, to the 
backs of panels running continuously 
along the side of the room, and form- 
ing, to the eye, a continuous high pan- 
elling. 
Each ot these panels, with a 


casket attached to it, is so pivoted 
and balanced that without effort it 
can be pulled down into a horizontal 
position for the display ot the casks' 
at a convenient height from the floo-. 


"When the member of the family 


or the friend commissioned for th^ 
service comes to select a casket, the 
undertaker can show the caskets in 
various styles, and If he has not. even 
in hia varied stock, a casket precise 
ly such as may be required, he may 
sell one from the illustrated 
cata- 


logue of the manufacturer, or he may 
take the purchaser to the warerooms 
of the manufacturer to select from the 
all but endless variety of caskets there 
to be found. 


"All this is very different from the 


old-time ways. 


"To come back for a moment to the 


undertakers' window displays of which 
we were speaking. We may now ses 
occasionally in them a newer and late- 
feature in displays of burial robes, and 
the robes thus shown may be both 
costly aud beautiful. 
Such robes and 


garments have largely supplanted tn<> 
old-time shroud. 


"We have as yet no automobile 


hearses, but they are sure to 
come.

Lazarus, this time appeared to be dead. 
One hour and two hours of traction 
followed, with no lesult, but after an- 
other half hour a respiratory cough 
showed that life was present. The dog 
soon revived. It occurred to Dr. La: 
borde that it would be a good idea 10 
substitute n mechanical device for the 
cloth-covered hand. The first apparatus 
made was driven by clock work. The 
•more improved apparatus now used is 
Operated by an electric motor. 
By 


moans of this improved Instrument it is 
possible to subject the tongue to con- 
tinuous traction for three hours, if such 
a period be necessary.

slightly injured. 


The 'accident occurred at the con- 


clusion pt' target practice in the for- 
ward turret of the Kearsarge, as the 
powder was being taken down to the 
magazine. 


The accident occurred two years to 


a day later than the fatal Missouri 
disaster. 


The Atlantic fleet, thp

fightingfleet America has ever owned 
had been for weeks engaged in the 
most severe drills in the waters of 
the Caribbean Sea, culminating 
i> 


the quarterly target practice. 
This 


practice was just about 
concluding 


with most satisfactory results up to 
yesterday. 


The first feeling of the officers at 


the Navy Department after 
reading 


the cablegram was one of surprise 
that the accident had resulted in so 
little loss of life. 
The Kearsarge's 


forward turret, where the accident 
occurred, is of the superposed type; 
in other words an eight inch gun tur- 
ret stands upon the top of the 13-inch 
gun turret. In/he lower turret were 
twenty-four men and in the upper tur- 
ret sixteen. 


An ammunition hoist connected the 


two, and bad the powder in the low- 
er hoist, exploded, 
probably 
every 


man in the two turrets would have 
been killed. The full charge of pow- 
der for a 13-inch gun is divided into

Pemadum 
cook, Mattawamkeag and a score of 
other lakes and ponds. Washington 
county 
has 
twenty-seven 
hundred 


square miles of fish and game terri- 
tory, in the St. Croix and Dennys 
river, and at Grand lake, Schoodic, 
Mopang and Tunk are some dandy 
"Square Tails."

Vessels—Others to Be With- 


drawn from Service. 


London.—There will bq a great sale 


of obsolete warships at present in honr.- 
ports in the spring, and many non- 
effective vessels will 
lie 
withdrawn 


from the foreign service under the 
new naval scheme outlined by Lord 
Selborne. 


This out-of-date fleet—great in num- 


ber if not 
in 
efficiency—comprises: 


Battleships, 
3; 
cruisers, 30; 
gun- 


boats, 17. 


In addition to those, the battleships 


Denbow, Collingwood, 
Hrxid. 
Howe 


and Nile aud tho cruisers 
Arrogant, 


Blake. Blanche, Cambrian, Rainbow 
and Theseus arc out of commission, 
and are unlikely to be employed ex- 
cept in case of a mobilization of the 
whole of the reserve. 


It is believed in naval circles that 


another great schome of reorganisation 
will be Initiated 
by 
tho admiralty 


shortly. 


The dock yard system will be com- 


pletely overhauled. Such a measure is 
necessitated by the- reorganization of 
the fleets. Tho homo dock yards will 
no longer lio nllowod to become con- 
gested, and Gibraltar and Hongkong 
will become great repairing c«nt«r«.
